APPROVE THE ATTACHED APPROPRIATION ADJUSTMENT TO TRANSFER
FUNDS FROM APPROPRIATION FOR CONTINGENCIES TO FIXED ASSETS 
(ALL DISTRICTS AFFECTED) (4 VOTES)

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR HONORABLE BOARD, ACTING AS THE
GOVERNING BODY OF THE CONSOLIDATED FIRE PROTECTION DISTRICT:

Approve an appropriation adjustment (Attachment) to transfer $1,116,000 from the
District’s Appropriation for Contingencies to Fixed Assets to purchase manual
defibrillators for the Department’s Emergency Medical Services personnel.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The purpose of the recommended action is to approve an appropriation adjustment to
transfer funds from the District’s Appropriation for Contingencies to Fixed Assets for the
purchase of 92 manual defibrillators.    

Board approval is necessary to transfer $1,116,000 from Appropriation for
Contingencies to Fixed Assets to purchase replacement manual defibrillators for the
Department’s Emergency Medical Services personnel.  The manual defibrillators are
critical for the Fire Department to ensure that effective and reliable equipment is
available to provide emergency medical services to residents of Los Angeles County.  
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IMPLEMENTATION OF STRATEGIC PLAN GOALS

Approval of the recommended actions is consistent with the County’s Strategic Plan
Goal #1 Service Excellence and Goal #4 Fiscal Responsibility.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

The appropriation adjustment is necessary to transfer $1,116,000 for the purchase of
manual defibrillators for the Department’s Emergency Medical Services personnel.
Although in Fiscal Year 2001-02 sufficient funds were budgeted, an extended bid
solicitation and award process caused the equipment to not be purchased or
encumbered during that fiscal year.  

In addition, due to time constraints, the Department was not able to include these items
in the 2002-03 Adopted Budget; however, the funds were carried-over to the current
fiscal year, and they are available in the District’s Appropriation for Contingencies.
There is no impact on net County cost.  

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

Since the Department’s existing inventory of manual defibrillators has exceeded their
life expectancy, it is very important to replace them with efficient and reliable equipment
to provide prompt and efficient emergency medical services.  

The nature of the services provided by our Emergency Medical Services personnel is
critical to the health and safety of the residents of Los Angeles County due to the
numerous emergency calls, geographical layout of the County and traffic congestion.
Therefore, replacement of the existing equipment is essential.

Not applicable.   
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IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTS) 

Approval of the recommended actions will enable the Department to continue our efforts
to provide emergency medical services to residents of Los Angeles County.
